given a warm and light exposure. 


They should flower in about three 
months from the time of planting.

Hyacinths in Pots. 


If intended for house or conservatory, the bulbs may be potted any time from September until December. 6 to 8-inch 
pots may be used; pots of this size will accommodate two or three bulbs, and by combining different colors the most charm- 
ing effects may be obtained. The soilshould consist of a mixture of loam, sand and well-rotted cow manure. Plant the 
bulbs, leaving a small portion of the top exposed, water thoroughly and put away ina dark, cool cellar until rooted and growth 
commences, when they should be given a favorable exposure to light and heat. In order to have them in bloom during the 
holidays, they should be potted early in September, and to have a succession of bloom plant at intervals of about two weeks. 
Hyacinths in glasses should receive much the same treatment. The single varieties are to be preferred. The bulbs should 
be placed in glasses filled with clean water during the months of September, October and November, and consigned to a dark, 
cool cellar and allowed to remain until the glass is pretty well filled with roots and fibre, after which they should be transferred 
to a warm situation and given as much light and sun as possible. The water should be renewed from time to time and not per- 
mitted to become impure. To do this, remove the bulbs and roots entire, rinse the glass thoroughly and refill with fresh water.
